THE  pleasant  house  at  Islip  and  the  Carlisle  collections  are  set  before 
you  in  this  book,  the  first  catalogue  of  the  Parke-Bernet  Galleries,  where 
we  greet  you  as  old  friends.  If  the  catalogue  does  not  take  record  as  a 
collector’s  ’first’,  like  that  of  my  colleagues  in  the  book  department,  it  will  none 
the  less  be  sought  after  for  the  astonishing  wealth  of  material  between  its 
covers.  For  from  the  charming  brimborions  of  Battersea  keepsakes  and  minia- 
ture bureaux,  Staffordshire  sweethearts  and  jade  wine  cups,  to  its  Georgian 
furniture  and  Brussels  tapestries,  the  house  was  filled,  and  filled  to  overflowing, 
with  the  remembrances  of  a vivid  and  discerning  taste.  Further,  to  the  late 
Mr  Jay  Carlisle  and  his  passion  for  horses  and  dogs  the  collections  owe  a 
masculine  principle — which,  we  are  told,  the  Chinese  hold  converse  with  under 
the  name  of  yang — expressed  in  the  ship  models  and  sporting  prints,  the  paint- 
ings of  Aiken,  Gooch,  Shayer,  and  Munnings,  and  the  silver  of  his  many 
trophies.
